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Neighbors Found Body 


of Kidnapped Child 
Near Lindbergh Home 


TRENTON, May 12.—(AP)-Governor 


A. Harry Moore'of New Jersey late today said 
he had been informed by Colonel H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf of the state police that the kid- 
naped Lindbergh baby was found dead near 
the famous flier's estate at Hopewell, N. J. 


Schwarzkopf informed the governor, the 


latter said, that the body was found by neigh- 
bors near the Lindbergh home. 


Today's developments answered a question 


that had puzzled the nation since Tuesday 
night, March 1—"Is the Lindbergh baby alive 
or dead?" 


A brisk wind whistled through the clear 


night outside the Sourland mountain estate of 
the famous flier-as Mrs. Lindbergh, assisted 
by Betty Gow, the nursemaid, put her 20- 
month-old son to bed at 7:30 o'clock. 


Mrs. Lindbergh last saw the baby in his 


crib with Miss Gow bending over him. Then 


went downstairs. Half an hour later the 


nursemaid stopped on her way to the kitchen 
to say the child had gone to sleep. 


At 10:30 Miss Gow ran into her mistress' room and 


asked if Colonel Lindbergh had taken the baby. When 
the mother was unable to answer the nursemaid, follow- 
ed by Mrs. Lindbergh, ran down to ask the father him- 
self. 


After a brief search of the estate, Colonel Lindbergh 


called police—a call that set into motion the greatest 
manhunt the nation had ever witnessed, a hunt that was 
followed closely for weeks by kings and presidents, and 
millions of citizens around the world. 


Governor Moore said he had no further details regard- 


ing the matter. Shortly before the governor's announce- 
ment was made Col. Schwarzkopf had summoned all re- 
porters to the Lindbergh home. 
f A formal announcement was to >bff made there.

The announcement came about six weeks after Dr. ylohn F. Con- 


don, 
aged educator, had paid $50,000 ransom money in bills of small 


denominations to a man in the shadow of a Bronx (New York City) 
cemetery.

Colonel Lindbergh was reported to have sat in an automobile about 


a block away while the money was passing hands. 
Then he left at 


once for Norfolk, Va., where Dr. Condon said the man who received 
the money slated the child would be found.

A search of the seacoast was unproductive.

Later the serial numbers of the ransom bills were broadcast to 


banks throughout the United States and in foreign countries. Several 
Of the bills were reported to have been fou»d in New York City.

Governor Moore spoke from his office in the state house here.

Communication with the Lindbergh home where the state police 


have maintained headquarters, was disrupted immediately after he 
spoke to Col. Schwarzkopf. 


Every available motor vehicle for hire in Trenton waa pressed into 


service to transport persons to the Lindbergh home.

Formal announcement that a body of a babyv 
identified through clothing and other means 
as the missing son of Col. and Mrs. Charles A* 
Lindbergh, had been found was made late to- 
day at the Lindbergh estate. 


The formal statement: 
"We have to announce apparently the body 


of the Lindbergh baby was found at 3:15 p. m. 
William Allen, a negro, was riding from 
Mount Rose, N. J., to Hopewell with Orville 
Wilson on a truckload of timber. They stop- 
ped the truck near a woods. He, Allen, went 
into the woods on the Mount Rose hill in 
Mount Rose, N. J. Going under the brush he 
lowered his head and as he raised a branch he 
saw a skeleton on the ground, and a person's 
foot. 


"He called back to Mr. Wilson. Mr. Wilson 


ran into the woods, saw what it was and de- 
cided to go to Hopewell to get police. They 
notified Chief Wolf of the Hopewell police 
who notified these headquarters. Inspector 
Walsh of Jersey City, Sergt. Moffett of the, 
Newark police, Lieut. Keaton of the New Jer- 
sey state police and a number of other detec- 
tives immediately went to the scene.

registration of all birth and

deaths in order that the

possible showing might be made 
in the annual statistics released 
by the federal bureau Mr. King 
pointed out. 


Vital 
statistic tabulations 
are 


becoming more and more import- 
ant to industries planning expan- 
sions, and not only are the fig- 
ures on the communities broad-

of the globe.

Accidents bring us face, to 
face with the human herit- 
age of free will and offer us 
chance to use it. They com- 
pel daily decisions which 
we know to be important, 
and so keep alive our sense 
of 
responsibility.

make our path difficult, but 
they also teach us to travel 
it like men. ••

The new George Wash- 


ington quarter dollar, to be 
issued by the United States 
Treasury as a feature of the 
nation-wide George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Celebra- 
tion, will be coined in large 
enough quantities to satisfy 
a normal demand, officials 
of the Treasury have in- 
formed the United States 
George Washington Bicen- 
tennial Commission. It is ex- 
pected that the quarter will 
be ready for distribution be- 
fore June 1. 


The design of the new 


coin was approved by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Og- 
den L. Mills from more than 
a hundred models, many of 
them submitted by leading 
American artists. 
It was 


executed by John Flanagan, 
New York sculptor and the 
designer of the Department 
of Agriculture World War 
Memorial.' 


The obverse of the new 


coin bears the portrait of 
George Washington in prof- 
ile. 
Over the head appears 


the word "Liberty," and be- 
low it is stamped the date 
"1932." To one side is the 
motto "In God We Trust." 


The principal design on 


the other side is a spread 
eagle with the inscription 
"United States of America" 
and 
"E Pluribus Unum" 


above, and "Quarter Dollar" 
below. An olive branch al- 
so appears below the eagle 
to complete a stately, digni- 
fied design. The new coin 
is exactly the same size, 
weight and finneness as the 
present quarter dollar. 


The George Washington 


quarter is the first coin of 
regular issue ever to bear 
the image of the First Presi- 
dent. It was authorized by 
special act of Congress mak- 
ing it possible for the Treas- 
ury to share in the Bicenten- 
nial Celebration. 


As a coin of regular issue 


the G e o r g e Washington 
quarter 
will replace 
the 


twenty-five cent piece now 
in circulation. No 
other 


quarter dollar will be coin- 
ed for the next twenty-five 
years unless authorized by 
special act of Congress. 


Minted at San Francisco, 


Denver and 
Philadelphia 


the coins will be placed in 
circulation through the reg- 
ular channels of the Federal 
Reserve banks, and will ap- 
pear simultaneously in all 
parts of the country.

The four per cent beer bill w»s 
offered in the Senate today by 
Senator Bingham, (R., Conn.,) as 
an amendment to the revenue 
measure, assuring m roll nail on 
this issue. 
Bingham 
proposed legalization 
of four per cent beer as a sub- 
stitute for numerous "nuisance" 
levies In the tax bill, estimating 
the revenue from 
the acoholle 
beverage would net the govern- 
ment 
J375.000.000 annually. 
He would substitute the beer 
tax for the admissions, communi- 
cations and radio and phonograph 
levies laying the beer provision 
also would make unnecessary the 
Increase in postal rates, and In 
automobiles and In income taxes 
beyond the rates fixed by the 
house. 
The Connecticut senator explain- 
ed that a tax of six per cent on 
beer already is on the statute 
books. Therefore, his amendment 
simplv provided that the Volstead 
Act be amended by striking out 
the words "one-half of one . per 
centum" and inserting "four per- 
centum."

Bingham said:

All the members, of the cabinet 
went immediately to one of the 
great halls in this historic palace 
of Louis XIV, where they await- 
ed the new president. 
There Premier 
Andre Tarflieu 
congratulated him and turned over 
the executive powers which he 
had bean discharging as head of 
the ministry, since the assassin- 
ation of M. Doumer. 


After that ceremony was over, 


M. Tardicu said he would receive 
the press this evening—apparent- 
ly for the purpose of announcing 
that he had prseentod his govern- 
ment's resignation to 
the ne.w 
president.

His face was bruised and swol- 


len from a "pistol beating" he 
said he had received when jailers 
frustrated 
the 
break 
Tuesday 


night. 
"This looks like a much stronger 


jail than the one at Wichita Falls," 
he remarked. 
"Some of the bars 


are pretty rusty up there and they 
have been filed a lot." 
Bybee was sentenced ot death in 


connection with an attack on Ern- 
est. Slape. in East Paducah in Feb- 
ruary when Slarpe wsa shot down. 
He was sentenced to 99 yearsj in 
connection 
with the 
killing of 


Deputy Constable OIlie Parka at 
Breckcnridge, and 20 years on a 
Shackleford county robbery charge. 


All three cases are on appeal. 
He was being held at Wichita 
Falls for the Cottle county author- 
ities when the jail break was at- 
tempted. 
"Another man and I were quar- 


tered on the third floor of the 
jail up there," Bybee explained to- 
day. 
"We pried off some bars 
and I hid on top of a cage until 
Sid Johnson, the jailer, came up. 
Then I jumped on him and we 
took his pistol."

the masses, Judge Rufus Hardy 
addressed the Lions club at its 
luncheon today at the Navarro 
tel. Mayor J. Wesley Edtns and 
R. D. Fleming were in • charge of 
today's program. 


The speaker spoke briefly of 
harmony, and declared that lack 
of harmony is the fundamental ba- 
sis of any ailment that confronts 
the human race at any time. He 
went into considerable detail con 
corning actions of 
the 
United 
States following the world war, 
and said it overlooked the only 
remedy to sew up the torn places 
in international relations, when it 
refused to join the League, of Na- 
tions. 
Judge Hardy pointed out 
that after the great war, a period 
of prosperity followed, which was 
followed by an era of speculation, 
and ultimately the period of de- 
pression when prices on practical- 
ly everything dropped. 


Money in Hands of Few. 
At this point the speaker said 
the present trouble is that money 
is confined in the hands of a few, 
but vindicated the hoarders, as, he 
pointed out, "they would not be 
good business men to loan money 
without sufficient collateral." 
Judge Hardy told of the vari- 


ous bills recently pased by con- 
gress, tha alms of which were to 
place money in the hands of the 
masses. 
He 
averred, 
however, 


that only one of them, the bill 
granting farmers loans, has suc- 
ceeded, and the only other one 
that might succeed is the soldiers 
bonus bill. 
Judge Hardy stated 
that ono bill enabled one large 
corportion to borrow about $20,- 
000,000, and the masses got noth- 


"Begardless 
of 
party 
affilia- 
tions," he went on, "I am for the 
man who can bring economic re- 
lief at this time." 
From Bad to Won* 
The speaker told briefly of the 
comeback 
that 
England 
made, 
which prompted a minor boom, 
and improved conditions, and then 
declared: 'America Is going from 
bad to worse, 
while 
fabulous 
amounts of money are confined in 
the hands of a few banks and 
trust companies, and the masses, 
willing to work ,are starving. 
We've got to find some way of 
putting money into the hands of 
the masses, and this is our only 
hope of economic redemption, 
'"The only way 
to 
do 
this," 
Judge Hardy continued, "is to leg- 
islate for money to be given the 
people who will spend it judicious- 
ly for their betterment. We must 
have prosperity based upon the 
prosperity 
of 
the 
masses, 
not 


founded upon the prosperity of a 
few capitalists, letting the surplus 
trickle down to the people." 
Suggestions Made. 


A number of suggestions as to 


ways of making an economical ad- 
justment in various lines of en- 
deavor were made by the speak- 
er. One of them was a commu- 
nity 
marketing 
organization, 


which he said, 'will enable our 
farmers to sell for cash many 
things they are 
now throwing 


Veering to another aspect .of the 


economical crisis, Judge Hardy de- 
clared that the tariff has been a 
bane to the United States for 
many years, and he branded it "a 
selfish motive, and not altruistic.

British, says1 that the stone in 
the seat of the throne upon which 
all kings of England are crowned, 
is the veritable stone which Jacob 
used for a pillow at Bethel, the 
night of his transforming dream. 


Western thought make much of 
Jacob's use of a stone for a pil- 
low. The fact seema the embodi- 
ment of hardship. Sermon and 
song have long played with this 
idea of "stony griefs." As a sim- 
ple matter of record, Jacob was 
following the usual oriental cus- 
toms. Myriads of men In the east 
will 
lie down tonight 
with 
a 
stone, or a block of wood, for a 
pillow, with never a thought of 
hardship. It is the custom of the 
land. 
Probably the only reason the 
stone pillow appears In the rec- 
ord is that later it was set up 
as a memorial; which again is] 
the way of the land. Anybody who I 
travels today from Beersheba to 
Bethel will see hundreds of stones, 
singly or in heaps, set up by the 
natives, as symbols of prayer or 
propitation or memorial. Sinai is 
full of them. 
Bethel and It* Dream 


It would be to the neglect of 
Jacob's story to dwell here upon 
Ills camping site, Bethel, and its 
long 
religious history, and 
the 
present-day excavations there. The I 
apot is a shrine, for various good | 
reasons. Bethel lies just north of 
Jerusalem, on an eminence. Jacob 
chose it as his camp-site, appar- 
ently, without memories of 
his 
grandfather, 
Abraham; 
and 
for 


no better 
reason than that, he 
came to it at sunset. Perhaps also 
he deemed it a strategic 
spot, 
where no foe from Esau's tents 
could come upon him unawares. 
As Jacob slept, he dreamed. In 


his dream he saw a ladder, set 
up from earth to heaven with 
angels ascending and descending. 
Above it stood Jehovah, speaking 
a renewal of His former covenant 
with 
Abraham, 
confirming 
the 


promise that "In thee and in thy 
seed, shall all the 
families of 
the earth be blessed." 
Waking thoughts are usually the 


stuff of which dreams are made; 
and Jacob had been doing a deal 
of thinking 
about his 
father's 


words, and about his own conduct. 
His self-examination had left him 
in a state to receive a vivid dream 
impression. 
And who shall say 
that God does not use the uncon- 
scious hours of the night to write 
His will upon human minds? 
What Shall We Commemorate? 
None of the antiquities which 
the archaeologists are unearthing 
nowadays at Bethel, in Palestine, 
has any relation to the real sig- 
nificance of the site. What is most 
meaningful about Bethel is Ja- 
cob's spiritual 
experience there. 
We do not build monuments to 
the 
really important 
events in 
history—the 
spots 
where great, 
souls came to critical decisions. I 
What stone marks the scene of 
a poet's inspiration, of a patriot's 
great purpose, of a- reformer's life 
resolution, of a saint's surrender'
